It is her sister, 
the Infanta Isabella, who draws. the 
former sum, in consideration of having 
been for a. short period the heiress to 
the throne. 

Asked as to certain statements print- 
ed in Paris concerning her disregard of 
conventionalities during her life at the 
Spanish Court, the Princess admitted 
that she had gone so far as to say at 
the dinner table that she had many 
dlone defended her ina disinterested 
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fists,’ thas ‘altéring thy ‘thought entire- 


ly.” She added: 

, “ Every time I have been sincere I 
have been attacked. This is another 
instance, and is. not likely to be the 
last one, for I could never bring’ myself 
to wear the mask of hypocrisy.” 

The Princess went on to explain her 
views in regard to feminism, of which 
she is a strong advocate. She said: 

“ Intelligent women ought to have the 
vote. The objection as to physical 
strength would naturally disappear if 
women were allowed to share equally 
with men in the life of nations. Their 
energy would increase, and their bodily 
strength develop. 

“ Although my boek is by no means 
& book of memoirs, surely I, who suf- 
fered’ so much through the lack of a 
divoree law ih my own country at 4 
time when my husband’ was squander- 
ing my own appanage in dissolute life, 
leaving me almost penniless, have the 
right to expound some theories found- 
ed on my own experience. 

“What strikes me most in this case 
is that the sense of measure seems lost 
in Spain. The same Spain which wel- 
comed back and covered with honors 
the Duke of Montpensier, the instigator 
of a revolution; fs now condemning me 
for daring to speak the truth, and, as 
in the case of Ferrer, I am condemned 
without a chance to be first heard. But 
I should like public opinion, especially 
in America, where I spent two of the 
happiest moriths of miy life, not to mis- 


tary | judge me. 


“I am neither crazy nor eccentric. 
The truth is that the etiquette and re- 
strictions of the Spanish Court are un- 
bearable to a woman like me, [I think 
I am better without them, and they are 
better without me. I am a philosopher 
by nature, and have the power to ex- 
teriorize myself—that is, I can watch 


events wherein’ I am concerned as if I 


were perfectly strange to them. 

“Of my titles the King cannot de- 
prive me, as they are birthrights. He 
may stop my appanage. Let him. 
am not frightened and * * * I have 
a@ keen sense of humor.”

HEAVY VOTE BY WOMEN 


Mayor Alexander Favors Municipal 
Ownership: of Public Utilities—May 
Have 60,000 Majority,

LOS ANGELES, Cal. Dec. 5.—Mayor 
Alexander was to-day re-elected Mayor 
of Los Angeles by.a majority estimated 
from 30,000 to 50,000, defeating Job Har- 
riman, Socialist, the only other candidate, 
in a campaign {n which all sides agree 
that the McNamara pleas and confessions 
had much influence. 

Alexander was the candidate of the 
Good Government forces, and Harriman 
of a Socialist element, that nominated 
him largely Because of a speech he made 
proclaiming the innocence of the Mc- 
Nantaras long before the case against the 
dynamiters was called for trial, 

The detailed reports from various parts 
of the city indicate an extremely heavy 
vote. The, strength shown by the wo- 
men voters in proportion to their regis- 
tered vote Was oné of the surprises of the 
day. It is thought the final result will 
show that the- women cast more than 80 
per cent, of their registered’ vote. 

Especially heavy voting was reported 
from the West Side districts and on tho 
East Side, where Harriman was strongest 
in the primaries. The. Good Government 
people’ were suspicious about the light 
vote on.the East Side, and were inclined 
to think that for some reason the So- 
cialists were. holding back their vote ‘in 
the precincts of which they felt sure. 

In the.150th Precinct, located at West 
Seventh Street and Union Avenue, there 
are 600 voters registered. There were 
yolers.in line fhen the polls opened to- 
day, and the line. had not disappeared at 
10:15, when there were still forty-five vot- 
ers waiting, with women largely predomi- 
hating. At that hour 264 votes had been 
cast, Miss Janet Converse, in, charge of 
the headquarters of the Women’s Pro- 
gressive League, in the Merchants’ Trust 
Building, issued the following statement: 

“The way the women voted in to-day's 
election exceeded our best expectations.

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ULTIMATUM FROM PERSIA. 


Russia Must Stop Troops’ Advance or 
They Will Be Attacked, 


LONDON, Wednesday, Dec. 6.—The 
Morning Post’s Teheran correspondent 
says that Persia has presented an ulti- 
matum to Russia, demanding that the 
Russian troops shall not proceed beyond 
Kasbin, and an undertaking that orders 
for further drafts of troops shall be 
countermanded. , 


Unless these terms are, conceded within 
thirty -hours Persia will take the offen- 
sive.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Dec, :5.—The re- 
markable silent third degree that was ad- 
ministered to J. B) McNamara in. open 
court during the last three weeks of the 
trial, a silent campaign aimed against his 
mind te break him down, was revealed 
after sentence was pronounced to-day. 

Some of those acquainted with the work 
of the prosecution declared that without 
the effect of this campaign upon the 
mind of J. B. McNamara fone of the 
efforts to indyce- him to confess would 
have proved successful. 

The silent third degree simply con- 
vinced he prisoner that he was hopelessly 
was a 
steady procession of witnesses into the 
courtroom. ‘They came in quietly one at 
a time, took a front seat, succeeded in 
attracting the eye of the prisoner, nodded 
in “recognition, and then quietly’ slipped 
out again. Some twenty-eight of these 
witnesses visited the courtroom during 
the last three weeks. 

Women to whom he had been attentive, 
men with whom he had roystered, com- 
Trades who had. eaten and drunk with 
him showed him by: their presence in 
the courtroom that they were-ready to 
testify against him when the time came. 
Without a word,spoken he knew that the 
case worked up against him by Samuel 
L. .Browne, Chiet of the Los Angeles 
County Secret Service Bureau, was in 
itself strong enough to convict even with- 
out the Indianapolis evidence’ gathered 
by Detective Burns. 

The relentless pressure of. the silent 
third degree, closing in on him from all 
sides, deadened his resistance until he 
was-pliable for the arguments of counsel, 
who-.were not ignorant of what was going 
on:

“TI entered this case with the greatest 
reluctance and only after the most earnest 
persuasion. I did it unselfishly. I have 
been hgre six months and have spent 
many troubled days and sleepless nights 
trying to run down every clue and make 
every possible investigation, and trying 
to do the bést I could for my clients and 
the cause that I served, I had able asso- 
clatés who gave me their best efforts and 
their best service through it all. 

“From the first there was never the 
slightest chance to win. To those who say 
it would ‘have been. better to have gone to 
trial and suffer complete defeat, I would 
call attention. to the fact that there were 
thirty’ or forty hotel registers, three in 
Los Angeles, many in Ban Francisco, and 
others ip different parts of tne country to 
‘be used against us.

peated urgings, Judge Bordwell consented 
to-night to issue a~statement concerning 
the McNamara case and its ramifications 
az he understood them. Judge Bordwell 
retired to Judge McCormick’s chambers 
in- Department 12 of the Superior Court 
and dictated the following statement to 
his stenographers, afterward giving it to 
the reporters who have covered the trial. 

“In: a spirit of -indifference to every- 
thing in the McNamara cases, save the 
facts and the law applicable thereto, I 
deem it due to the court and to this com- 
munity that I should make a brief public 
statement regarding the circumstances 
attending the abrupt close of these’ cases, 
together: with. sufficient comment to in- 
dicate my views as to such circumstances. 
This is done in the hope of correcting, if 
possible, some misconceptions due to er- 
roneous publications, and particularly to 
an article which appeared in a local news- 
Paper on the 2d inst. over the signature of 
Lincoln. Steffens. 

“In the first place, the claim or sug- 
gestion that the termination of the cases 
was, due to the efforts of himself and 
other outsiders who undertook to influ- 
ence the officers of the court—other than 
the Judge—is without justification in fact. 

“TI also wish to denounce the claims of 
that gentleman and of others persons for 
him, that the change of pleas from ‘not 
guilty’ to “guilty” was due to his efforts 
as ‘groundless and untrue. He is correct 
in the statement that the court was not a 
Party to-any. negotiations for what he 
terms a ‘compromise’ of these cases, but 
there is no ground for any claim that he 
induced the prosecution. to come to an 
agreement in the matter... The District At- 
torney acted entirely without regard to 
Mr. Steffens and on lines decided upon 
before the latter appeared on the scene. 

Due to Bribery Exposure. 

“ As to the defense, the public can rely 
On it that the developments of last week 
as to the bribery and attempted bribery of 
jurors In the James B. McNamara case 
were the efficient cause of the change of 
pleas which suddenly brought these cases 
to an end.

The interview with the inventor camé 
at the conclusion of a lecture on the Ed- 
ison storage battery by the inventor's 
chief engineer and co-worker, M> R. 
Hutchinson, and a personally conducted 
tour through the storage battery plant, 
planned especially for Commander George 
Cooper, chief of the electrical schoo! of 
the Brooklyn Navy Yard, and his class of 
175 sailors and brother officers, compris- 
ing the Electrical Engineering Depart- 
ment of the navy yard.

A test of the constitutionality of the 
new State direct primaries law was be- 
gun. yesterday in the Supreme Court. by 
Herbert R. Limburg, one of the attor- 


neys who made the successful attack on 


the Levy. eiection law. Mr. Limburg ob- 
tained from Supreme Court Justice Gie- 
gerith ah order reqtiring the Board of 
Blections to show cause to-morrow why 
it should not be restrained from. car- 
rying ‘out the provisions of the law. The 
order was served yestérday afternoon on 
J, Gabriel Britt, President of the Board 
of .Elections. , 

Limburg is representing William R. 
Hearst and John J. Hopper, the defeated 
Fusion-Republican candidate for Sheriff 
in the last election. . 

Politicians hazarded ‘last night « the 
opinion that the procéedings indicate a 
fight by: Mn Hearst to control the Demo- 
cratic delegation from New York County 
to the next’ National Democratic Coonven; 
tion. Mr. Limburg attacked specifically 
four provisions of the new primary law.

GIBBONS WINS ALL ALL THE WAY. 


Walter Coffey “No Mat Match for Clever 
St. Paul Fighter at. Fairmont A, C, 


Mike Gibbons, the St Paul welter- 
weight, made a triumphant entry into the 
middleweight division last night by easily 
defeating Walter Coffey of San Francisco 
in a ten-round bout at the Fairmont A. C. 
There never was a time when Gibbons 
was not Coffey’s master, and toward the 
end of the fight his left jab had the Pa- 
cific Coast fighter’s face cut and bleeding 
badly. The clubhouse was packed with 
an enthusiastic crowd. 

Gibbons fooled Coffey with all the tricks 
of a clever boxer, and, although Coffey 
was game and came back all the time, 
not once did he hold the upper hand. The 
only mark which Gibbons got was in the 
eighth.round, when Coffey, in a desperate 
rally, planted a hard punch on Gibbons’s 
right eve and raised a small 'ump. 
Gibbons started off in the first round, 
with a series of swift left jabs to Coffey’s 
face, countering continually with a right 
hook to the nose. Gibbons’s footwork was 
remarkable, and he was so shifty that 
Coffey continually missed jabs and swings 
at his opponent. In the second round, 
Gibbons rocked Coffey with hard smashes 
to the jaw, and in the clinches the St. 
Paul boxer riddled Coffey’s body with 
hard blows. Coffey was confused and 
had no effective defense for the clever 
Gibbons. In the third round, Gibbons 
showed his real speed and jabbed Coffey 
on the nose several times without a single 
return. Gibbons rocked Coffey’s jaw with 
his left and shot his right to his oppo- 
nent’s body. Gibbons’s whirlwind attack 


sent Coffey against the ropes, and there 
he chopped him-until the bell ended the

Coffey, after the hard acing

TRINGING 


E. A. Richardson Expelled for 
Racing Jack London as 
Professor Sphinx. 


l One of the most flagrant “ ringer” 
cases the National Trotting Association 
has had to deal with in years came before 
the Board of Review at its annual meet- 
ing atthe Murray Hill Hotel yesterday, 
and resulted in the expulsion of BD. A. 
Richardson of Flinty Mich, for “ ringing ” 
Jack London, 2:12%, as Professor Sphinx 
at Montreal last Summer. . The horse, 
Jack London, was declared ineligible for 
further racing until its illegal winnings 
of $1,690 are returned for distribution to 
the rightful winners. J. J. Roberts, who 
also figured in the case, was not punished 
and the charge against him was dis- 
missed. 
Richardson, according to the Board of 
Review, was the man responsible for the 
trouble, for he trained the horse and knew 
all about it. Roberts of Worcester and 
the well-known driver, Tommy Murphy, 
as well as Senator Barnum of Lime Rock, 
Conn., the last purchaser of the trotter, 
were, according to the finding, innocent 
parties to the fraud, and aided in exposing 
it. Richardson will also have to\pay a 
$50 fine for changing the horse’s name. 
Roberts testified before the board yes: 
terday that he had purchased horses from’ 
Richardson for ten years and had always 
found him a safe business man. He was 
told by Richardson that he could buy the 
horse in question for $2,000, but Richard- 
son insisted in retaining one-fourth in- 
terest in the animal. Roberts entered the 
horse in some races at Hills Grove, R. L., 
but the animal showed distemper, was 
thin, and could not race. So Richardson 
was sent for. 
He showed himself to be a wonderful! 
trainer, for he came on from Michigan 
and put the horse in condition for several] 
half mile matinées in Springfield, where 
it cleaned up everything in sight. The 
horse was taken to Montreal, where 
Richardson, it is claimed, made a double 
entry under the name of Baker and Pro- 
fessor Sphinx. Before the race Baker 
was scratched and Sphinx went to the 
post. At Indianapolis, three different 
protests were made, and as no one could 
identify the horse at the time, the bets 
were declared off. 
At that time the horse was not consid- 
ered safe. It was necessary to *8 it 
with boots and blinders or it would bo 
for the fence. Richardson gradually got 
the horse into shape. He put on side 
checks, shortened one of his toes, and 
eradicated nearly all of the horse’s dan- 
gerous habits. After that he was some- 
thing of a sensation, and all the horse- 
men were watching him. 
When the case was referred to the Na- 
tional Trotting Association a man named 
McLain of Illinois, who bred Jack London, 
wags asked to go to Montreal to look at 
the horse and see if it was Jack London, 
Mr. McLain then received the following 
letter from a man named Alexander, but 
the Board of Review, when Alexander 
turned over the letter, had reason to be- 
lieve that Richardson was the man who 
prompted it. It is as follows: 
Mr, McLain, Galesburg, III.: I see by this 
week's Review: Is Prof. Sphinx Jack London? 
Mr. McLain, you can get well paid to keep 
your mouth shut and say it is not Jack Lon 
don. Don’t be a fool. Now you have a chance 
to get a good piece of ay $1,000 at the 
least. J. J. Roberts and A. BH. Richardson | 
would be glad to settle with you as they dare’ 
not do anything else. I will get mine. You 
can bet on that, and I can keep my mouth shut 
for the money. _Get the money while you 
have the chance. Don’t be a fool and let this 
go by, you may need it before Spring.

‘SEVERELY SCORES A. A. A. 


Senator Gaunt Says Automobile Asso- 
clation Is Offensive to New Jersey. 


Special to The New 1 ork Times. 

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Dec. 5.—In his 
annual address before the members of the 
State Grange, Senator George W. F. 
Gaunt, the State Master, advocated in- 
creased revenues from foreign ‘motorists 
and bitterly attacked the officials and 
members of the American Automobile 
Association, which, he said, now repre- 
sents less than 1,000 motorists in the 


State. Senator Gaunt also urged an em- 
ployers’ liability mutual insurance, which 
he declared was necessary, under the ex- 
isting conditions, for the protection of 
the small farmer. 

In speaking of automobile reciprocity, 
which played such a prominent part dur- 
ing the legislation of the last session, 
Senator Gaunt said: 

“New Jersey can never afford to 
throw-open its doors to free use by non- 
residents, because the population of the 
neighboring States within twenty miles 
of the border line is two and a half times 
the size of New Jersey's population. The 
American Automobile Association has be- 
come so offensive in the fight being 
waged for reciprocity that it now repre- 
sents less than 1,000 motorists in the 
State. Any member of the Legislature 
who supports its policies is open to the 
criticism that he has yielded to coercion 
and bribery: I believe the association is 
the worst enemy of the motorists.” 

In speaking of the employers’ liability 
law the Senator declared: 

“This law spells ruin for the small 
farmer and-.adds a new and serious bur- 
den to the larger agriculturists.”’ 

He urged members of the State Grange 
to work for an amendment excluding the 
farmers and householders or a plan 
whereby mutual insurance might be ob- 
tained at rates greatly reduced from 
those now prevailing.

PUNISHMENT OF THE M’NAMARAS. 
It is not easy. to explain the failure of 
the court to sentence the McNaMARAs 
to the full penalty fixed by the law ex- 
cept on the assumption that they may 
be of some aid or use in securing the 
exposure ard punishment of others en- 
gaged in their crimes, and in like 
crimes, and possibly even more re- 
sponsible than they.

A little more progress was made yes- 
terday in the removal of snow from 
the principal thoroughfares, and it was 
helped by the higher temperature. The 
thaw at midday did only a little less 
than:the shovels and wagons. The 
police were armed with their big clubs, 
and there were other evidences that 
the city was again in contention with 
strikers.

He proved 
yesterday, when he had twice as many 
wagons carting snow as he could get 
Monday, that he intends to maintain 
his firm attitude, and, show to all labor 
that strikes against a municipality can- 
not be tolerated. There is a boast that 
the garbage men’s strike has already 
cost the city $400,000. A fair propor- 
tion of that loss must be borne by the. 
men themselves and their misguided 
adherents. What the city loses must 
be made up by taxation of all its in- 
habitants, Nobody can escape the 
taxes. It is not thought likely that the 
snow removers will long hold out 
against the inevitable. Strikes of all 
kinds are going to be very unpopular 
for a while, and ‘there is talk now of 
a quick settlement of all the acute la- 
bor troubles. 











CHEAPER CABLE RATES. 

The long-hoped-for reduction of 
transatlantic cable rates has begun. 
We cannot believe that still further 
reductions of the tolls will not be made 
when the companies in the Western 
Union alliance take note of the large 
increase of business which will follow 
their new experiment of turning the 
cables to profitablé use during hours 
in which they have been idle. Even 
as it is, the reduction in rates is 
a step which deserves hearty commen- 
dation. It will serve to increase great- 
ly the facilities of communication be- 
tween. countries, and inevitably to 
strengthen international relations, 
Many thousands of business letters 
which have gone through the mails 
will hereafter be sent by cable, at the 
new deferred rates, and reach their 
destination some days earlier than 
hitherto. The reduction of press rates, | 
on matter that is not of the most ur-| 
gent character, will greatly quicken the 
publication of many details of import- 
ant events. The: day cable letters of: 
20 words at the rate of 7% cents a 
word are available for commercial and 
social purposes, as are the week-end 
cables (transmftted Sundays when 


much commercial business is suspend- |}, 


ed) of 80 words at 5 cents a word. 

This is certainly cheap cabling, in 
comparison with the fixed rate of 
25 cents a word, and a forerunner, 
we may be sure, of still cheaper 
cabling in the future. It is a wor- 
thy contribution by the cable com- 
panies to the cause of enlighten- 
ment and progress. A movement to 
secure lower cable rates has been un- 
der way a long time. The first tri- 
umph of its promoters is now secured, 
and congratulations are due to’ Mr. 
HENNIKER HEATON, whose vigorous and 
intelligent. labors for cheaper postal 
and telegraph rates should not be over- 
looked. The British Government, 
which controls the land telegraph in 
Great Britain, has been working in har- 
mony with the allied cable companies 
in this matter. 

Quick and cheap communication be- 
tween countries is the surest promoter 
of lasting peace, as it must prevent the 
development of misunderstandings, en- 
large mutual business interests, and 
strengthen. social relations. Too great 
importance, 
attributed to this action of the cable 
companies, which must be takén as 
merely the beginning of a plan which 
will facilitate daily and hourly commu- 
nication between Great Britain and the 
United States, and, of course, will 
greatly expedite the transmission of 
messages, now carried by the mails,, 
between our own and all foreign coun- 


tries. 


THE SUBWAY OBSTACLE: 

Now we know what obstructs prog- 
ress with the subway construction 
which everybody agrees is best for the 
city, and Chairman WiLicox is en- 
titled to cordial thanks for telling us.

subway plan, and it is the Board of 
Estimate which is responsible for per- 
sistence with the ill-fated and unla- 
mented triborough plan, of which hard- 
ly anything. but the name has survived 
the destructive criticism of it. Says 
Chairman WILLcox, “ The Public Serv- 

ice Commission believed and still be- 
lieves that this offer was in favor of 
the city,” meaning the offer by the In- 
terborough to advance half the cash 
necessary for the construction of the H 
route, to three-track the elevated, and 
to open the Forty-second Street tunnel 
to Queens. The Board of Estimate 
blocked the way in the interest_of the 
plan by which the city puts up all the 
cash and private capital takes all the 
profits which anybody can figure. out. 
dividing the remainder with the city. 
This puts the Board of BDstimate on 
the defensive, and commits the Public 
Service Commission to co-operate if 
public opinion takes the trouble to

For example, at the 
Brooklyn terminal of the Long Island 
Railway the Subway’s increase for a 
year was almost the total at the Man- 
hattan terminal, or, to be exact, 1,422,- 
569. Hither the Manhattan terminal 
would have a subway traffic exceeding 
16,718,850, or it would fall below the 
Brooklyn terminal—which is absurd. 
As matter of. fact, the Atlantic Avenue 
station of the Subway enjoys its enor- 
mous traffic because a portion of the 
business of the Manhattan terminal is 
diverted to Brooklyn by the lack of 
subway facilities in Manhattan, and 
the Chairman uses the fact to depre- 
ciate the plan which otherwise he ap- 
proves. Without suitable subway ac- 
commodations the Pennsylvania ter- 
minal provided business which made 
the Thirty-third Street station an ex- 
ception among the many stations in 
Manhattan which did not lose busi- 
ness during the year, and the possibili- 
tiés of growth are simply immense: Of 
the Subway’s growth of traffic the 
short line in Brooklyn provided. one- 
third, and a total of 34,652,559. None 
of those passengers would be acecom- 
modated either in Manhattan or in 
Brooklyn on the preposterous subway 
now in construction, against the dis- 
cretion of the Public Service Commis- 
sion, and with no justification in any 
considerations of traffic construction 
or operation. 








A NUISANCE TO BE SUPPRESSED. 

The snow, especially when it drifts 
and forms huge piles on the roadways 
and sidewalks, is enough of a nuisance 
hereabouts to justify an expression of 
public indignation at the use to which 
the snow heaps are put, just after a 
storm, by overzealous advertisers. 
Planting advertising signs conspicu- 
ously in the snow has been a more or 
less regular Winter business since the 
historic blizzard of 1888. The morning 
after that terrible storm the white 
mountains which impeded traffic were 
ornamented with all sorts of signs. 
Most of these were placed by practical 
jokers. But the inspiration of the ob- 
noxious advertiser began then. 

It is hard to get the snow removed. 
When a lot of superfluous wood and 
pasteboard is mixed with it the work is 
harder.. The snow mound advertiser 
ought to be suppressed. It seems that 
the most amiable persons should be 
prejudiced against any article thus ad- 
vertised. There is a law ‘against dis- 
tributing handbills in the city streets, 
and its obvious purpose applies di- 
rectly to the work of the snow adver- 
tisers. The police should be directed to 
keep a watchful eye on the fellows who 
plant their banners in the snow drifts 
and “round up” a few of them in the 
Magistrates’ courts. Their business 
cannot be largely profitable, and a few 
arrests and fines would soon induce 
them to seek other means of getting 
rich. —

That is marvelous enough, but still 
more marvelous are these two facts—first, 
that Dr. Dory had and has the practical- 
ly unanimous support of the medical pro- 
fession, and second, that, somehow or 
other, without inflicting any grave incon- 
venience on the commerce of the port, he 
successfully guarded it from the dally as- 
saults of infection through one of the 
most difficult and dangerous seasons of 
which its sanitarians have ary record. 
But Commissioner BéicER, for no better 
reason than that the protection was not 
quite perfect, makes the large assertion 
that we had no protection at all!

MGR. DUCHESNE’S LIBERALISM. 





Belleves It Deprived French Immortal 
of a Cardinal's Hat. 


To the I'ditor cf The New York Times: 
Amid the present rejoicing over the invest- 
ing of new Cardinals, it may be timely to call 
attention to one man who, it wag thought, 
would get a red hat at this time, but who has 
fallen upon a quité different fortune. This is 
Mgr. Louis Duchesne, for years Director of the 
Ecole Francaise at Rome, and lately elected to 
the immortals of the French ‘Academy, Mar. 
Duchesne is the greatest Catholic historian 
since Doellinger, and his critical edition of the 
Liber Pontificalis is @ piece of work of monu- 
mental importance. In hig younger days he 
was deposed from his professorship in the Cath- 
olic Institute at Paris for very moderate liber- 
alism, but it was generally thought that he 
had outlived that disgrace, and that he would 
yet add to the lustre of his scholarship the 
princely splendors of the Cardinalate. That 
hope has completely collapsed. For hig recent- 
ly published ‘‘ History of the Barly Church ” 
has just been severely censured for dangerous 
liberalism by two Roman congregations, The 
Congregation of Regulars has sent to all the 
monastic houses of Italy an order forbidding 
them to keep this book upon their shelves—a 
decree which {s probably in anticipation of a 
universal condemnation by the Index, 

Mer. Duchesne is a Breton, as Ernest Renan 
was, and possesses in a high degree what 
seems to be a Breton gift—a wonderful subtlety 
of phrase and an extraordinary cunning in 
half expressing while half concealing his 
thought. In this sort of fencing his reprobated 
‘‘ History of the Early Church ”’ is a marvel of 
dexterity. But in this evil hour for Catholic 
scholarship the eyes of Roman censors are 
sharp, and not even Louis le Debonair, as the 
Monsignor -has been called, has been able to 
pass by unchallenged. But, reading over the 
list. of new Cardinals, one must confess that 
the dignity of the Papal College would have 
been more enhanced by the name of Louls Du- 
chesne than it is by the names of any ten of 
the successful aspirants.

LEOPOLD SELIGMAN IS DEAD. 


Banker, One of Seligman Brothers, 
Dies in London In His 80th Year. 


Cable advices from London announced 
yesterday the death of Leopold Seligman, 
in his eightieth year. Mr. Seligman for 
the last year had been in feeble health 
and had been unable to attend to business, 

Leopold Seligman, with his brother, 
Isaac Seligman, constituted the well- 
known banking firm in London of Selig- 
man Brothers. He was one of the eight 
Seligman brothers, the eldest of whom 
and the founder of the family being Jo- 
seph Seligman of the New York firm of 
J. & W. Seligman & Co., who died in 1880. 
All the brothers were members of the 
banking firm established during the civil 
war in New York, London, marie, Frank- 
fort-on-Main, and San an 

During the early. period of the : civil war, 
when the fortunes of the Union arms 
were at a low ebb, tite patriotism of the 
Seligman. banking firm was evidenced by 
their placing of large amounts of Uni 
States Government loans in Germany and 
in London. The London firm of Seligman 
Brothers co-operated with the Rothschilds 
n Placing United States 6 per cent. and 
5 bonds in Germany and in England, 
and the London firm was made the de- 
pottery for the United States State and 
Navy partments, and still holds these 
offices, 

Leopold Seligman was the _ seventh 
brother, the youngest being Isaac, head 
of the London house, who with 2* 
Seligman of J. & W. Seligman & Co. of 
New York, now in his eighty-eighth year, 
are the only two surviving brothers. Leo- 
pold lived in California for ten years 
fore the. civil war, and with his brothers 
Jesse and Abraham, established the An- 
glo-Californian Bank, now the Angle- 
London-Paris National Bank, the iargest 
and most successful in California.

MISTAKEN. FOR TURKISH FOE 


Passengers In a Panic When the Pro- 
Jectiles Began to Splash Around 


the Steamship. 


When the Austro-American liner Martha 
Washington arrived yesterday from Pa- 
tras, Capt. Ettore Zar reported a thrilling 
experience that her passengers and crew 
had in the Ionian Sea on Nev, 20 when the 


Iiner was shelled for ten minutes by an 


Italian battleship to the intense alarm of 
all. on board. 

“We left Patras for New York on the 
evening of Nov. 20 with 65 first-class, 315 
second, and 1,464 third-class passengers,”’ 
said Capt. Zar. After dark I was on the 
bridge looking through my glasses to see 
if there were any Italian warships around, 
as we had been fired on by a cruiser the 
previous voyage in the same waters. 

“All went well until two bells (9 o'clock) 
in the first watch, when I sighted.a small 
fleet of Italian cruisers and-torpedo boat 
destroyera, with a battleship, about a mile 
ahead of us. Suddenly the warships 
flashed their searchlights.on us, lighting 
the decks fore and aft like day, and the 
battleship ahead opened fire on us from 
her port and starboard quarter batteries.

PAYING PASSENGERS FELL OFF 





Those Who Wouldn’t Pay Twice 
Walked or Took. Subway or Ele- 
vated—Companies Fight On.

The restoration of free transfers at 
151 points in Manhattan and the Bronx 
was ordered formally yesterday by the 
Public Service ‘Commission. Accom- 
panying the order was an opinion quoting 
figures to show that the street railways 
actually lost money by abolishing trans- 
ters. The order set forth that after 
Jan. 1 passengers must be permitted to 
transfer from the cars of..one com 
to those of another and back again, if 
they desite, to the cars of the first, but 
not to the cars of a third company. 
However, when a passenger has returned 
on a free transfer to the cars of the com- 
pany to which he paid his fare he will be 
entitled to any :further free transfers 
that that company is accustomed. to 
grant. 

For example, if a passenger started 
from Sixty-ninth Street an Madison 
Avenue on a Metropolitan car southbound 
he could transfer at Fifty-ninth Street 
to a Fifty-ninth Street cross-town car, 
and could transfer from that either to the | 
belt line cars of the same -company or; 
to one of the southbound lines of the 
Metropolitan, but he could not go from 
the —— Street line to the Broad- 
way cars of the Third Avenue —— 
he transferred to a Sixth Avenue car of 
the Metropolitan he could transfer again 
at Thirty-fourth Street to a Metropoli- 
tan cross-town car, and later to other 
Metropolitan lines. 

The order; as soom.as it* has been re- 
ceived by the street car companies, will 
be. considered closely, and it is expected 
that they will refuse to obey. it. Then 
the matter will go to the courts. The 
companies will be met by the contention 
of the Public Service Commission that 
the abolition of the practically universal 
frée transfer system in 1908 led to a re- 
duction..of their. net returns.

$800,000 BOND INTEREST DUE 


Equitable Trust Company and Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co. to Act in Conjunc- 
tion In New Financing. 


At a special meeting of the Wabash Di- 
rectors yesterday noon, called, according 
td the general belief, for an entirely dif- 
ferent purpose, control of that system was 
virtually taken from the Goulds and 
handed over to a reorganization commit- 
tee representing the Equitable Trust Com- 


pany, trustee under the first refunding | ported 


and extension mortgage. 
This action was accepted by the Gould 
interests as an alternative to more dras-

Last year the 
Wabash fell short of earning its fixed

SHOT IN COURT, MAN 
TS HUNG WOUNDED 


Negro Had Twice Escaped and 
Brother of Victim Fires Before 


Sentence Is Pronounced. 


NO DELAY IN . EXECUTION 


Prisoner Killed C. 8. Hollinshead, 
Wealthy Georgia Planter—Brother 
Not to be Prosecuted.

WASHINGTON, Ga., Dec. 5.—Bleeding 
from a wound inflicted by the brother of 
his victim, T. B. Walker; a negro, was 
hanged here at 2 o’clock this afternoon 
for the murder of Charles 8. Hollinshead, 
a wealthy planter of this county. 

Walker was shot. at 11 o'clock this 
morning while he was standing before 
the Judge in the Superlor Court room be- 
ing resentenced to the gallows. Just be- 
fore the Judge concluded the sentence 
John'C. Hollinshead, brother of the mur. 
dered man, rose from ‘his seat, drew a 
Pistol, and fired point blank at the negro. 
The bullet took effect in the negro’s face, 
entering his right cheek, going through 
his mouth, coming out helow his jaw. 
Bystanders who almost completely sur- 
rounded the negro, narrowly escaped be- 
ing hit. 

The negro fell to the floor, but doctors 
decided he was not mortally wounded, 
and after his face was bandaged he was 
supported by court officials while the 
Judge finished the death sentence that
